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Record Spending of $6.7 Million 
City Budget Up $700,000... Tax Rate Down 


K IN G STO N 
M ayor Francis R. Koenig released his proposed 1973 
budget to the public today, a budget which shows an increase 
in spending of almost ¿700,000 but which also offers tax­ 
payers a decrease of ¿5.45 per thousand. 
Federal revenue sharing to the tune o f ¿403,000 and a 
¿4.10 per thousand tax reduction from the county will be 
the primary factors in the city’s ability to reduce taxes next 
year. O f the overall proposed ¿5.45 tax reduction in Kings­ 
ton, the city's share (of that reduction) was only ¿1.35 per 
thousand. 
Overall spending in 1973 will reach another record for 
Kingston at ¿6,735,208 compared to this year’s total o f 
¿6,041,491. 
T he ¿403,000 in federal revenue sharing funds, wluch 
must be budgeted separately, as per federal requirements, 
will be used to (partially) pay salaries in the Kingston Police 
Department. 


Expenses are generally up across the board with the 
largest item of increase being ¿285,000 to pay for fire and 
police retirement programs. The city granted the police and 
firemen a 20-year retirement plan last year. The bill conies 
due next year. 
The capital construction fund, which includes the street 
program, city of Kingston equipment and sewer main­ 
tenance and reconstruction, is up by ¿130,000 over this year 
to a total of ¿205,000. 
Revenues, other than the federal revenue sharing por­ 
tion of the budget, have generally leveled off or have shown 
small percentage increases. W hile aid per capita is up by 
¿159,000 to a total of ¿954,000 (estim ated), revenues from 
the city’s tw'o per cent sales tax will be up by only ¿10,000 
to a total of ¿1,380,000. Koenig shows a surplus of ¿210,533 
for 1972, a revenue entry. 
W hile spending has steadily increased during Koenig’s 


terms o f office from ¿5,187,000 in 1970 to a projected 
¿6,735,000 in 1973, the tax rate has fluctuated. In 1970 the 
tax rate per thousand was ¿62. That was reduced to ¿59.25 
in 1971 and then increased to ¿70.73 this year. County 
charges to the city experienced the same fluctuations during 
that period. 
Revenue sharing is expected to provide the battleground 
for next year’s budget when it is sent up to the Common 
Council the first week in January. Koenig met with the Dem­ 
ocratic majority of the Council on Tuesday night to review 
the budget. He meets tonight with the Republican minority. 
Various suggestions have been advanced for the spend­ 
ing of revenue sharing funds. Alderman Brian D. Sdlith (R- 
Third W ard), minority leader of the Council, wants the 
money spent to pay off ¿147,000 in new snow fighting equip­ 
ment the city had delivered this month. 
Reportedly, members of the Kingston Volunteer Fire­ 


men's Association want some of the money spent to replace 
fire trucks in the various volunteer iirehouses in the city. 
Some of those trucks are more than 20 years old. 
It is still not clear exactly how much money the city will 
receive in revenue sharing for fiscal 1973, January to De­ 
cember. Federal officials indicate that some ¿392,000 In 
retroactive payments for 1972 will be in the city’s hands by 
the end of next month. The first half payment on that was 
received only in December. Regular quarterly payments 
begin in April, estimated at some ¿98,000. Similiar quarterly 
payments are expected for July and October. 
The mayor, however, is taking a “ wait and see” attitude 
on future revenue sharing funds. “W e're not going to put 
ourselves in the position of budgeting money, spending it, 
and then not get it,” he says. 
The public hearing on the 1973 budget is set for city hall, 
1 Meadow' Street, Dec. 28 at 7:30 p.m.

CHICAGO (UPI) - A North 
Central Airlines DC9. taking off 
in fog at O’Hare International 
Airport W e d n e s d a y night, 
struck 
the tail 
section of a 
Delta Airlines Convair 880 and 
burst into flames, killing nine 
of 45 persons aboard.

injured, nine of them seriously. 
Two of the injured were aboard 
the Delta jet. which carried 93 
persons. 
Visibility at the airport was 
reduced to one quarter mile in 
the fog, and the smaller North 
Central jet was taking off when 
it struck the I>elta plane.

The one-month drop of the u nem­ 
ploy ment factor in Nov ember to 5.2 
per cent makes plau sible the predic­ 
tion by Carl H. Madden, chief econo­ 
mist for the U. S. Chamber of Com­ 
merce, that the economy is headed for 
fu ll employ ment. 
Madden was bu llish on America in 
his y ear-end forecast for 197 3. He fore­ 
cast America’s gross national prod­ 
u ct—the total worth of goods and ser­ 
v ices to be produ ced nex t y ear—as 
rising by six per cent, bu siness profits 
going u p by 12 per cent, ju st short 
o f an u nex pected 15 per cent rise this 
y ear, and a small su rplu s in the na­ 
tion^ balance o f trade, a long ov erdu e 
turn* 


On the personal side, Madden fore­ 
cast higher spendable incomes for 
Americans, du e largely to controlled 
inflation, and an u nemploy ment rate 
below 5 per cent, as a peace economy 
absorbs more workers. 
It was not all roses, howev er. Mad­ 
den said consu mer prices will rise 
slightly , from this y ear’s 3.2 per cent 
rate, to 3.5 per cent. He also foresaw 
“a sizable federal deficit u nsu ited to 
an economy ru nning in high gear and 
headed for fu ll employ ment.” 
We hav e been boosted and warned 
by an ex pert. Nex t y ear can be a 
banner y ear if we will all help to make 
it one, and stop begging more and 
more money from the federal gov ern­ 
ment. It creates greater deficits.

Then he 
went into the practice of law and 
amassed a fortu ne in real estate and 
telev ision. 
Becoming a fu nd raiser for Con- 
nally ’s campaign for gov ernor in 1952, 
Strau ss was first appointed to the 
Democratic National Committee by 
Connally in 1968. Howev er, Strau ss is 
called more liberal than Connally and 
his friends say he is his own man. 
Strau ss himself stressed his indepen­ 
dence when he insisted that there 


wou ld be no place in the Democratic 
party for Connally or any one else who 
was activ e in the Democrats for Nix on 
Committee last month. 
Bu sh, born in Massachu setts and 
growing u p as the son of Preston Bu sh, 
U. S. Senator from Connecticu t, made 
Tex as his home after serv ing as a 
Nav y pilot in World War II and being 
decorated with the Distingu ished Fly ­ 
ing Cross. 'A gradu ate in economics 
from Yale, he made his fortu ne in oil. 
He serv ed two terms in Congress from 
Tex as and was defeated for the Sen­ 
ate. Giv en credit for the big increase 
of Repu blicans in the state, he was 
named by President Nix on as U. S. 
Ambassador to the United Nations. 
Strau ss will hav e the job of u niting 
his party for the 1974 congressional 
election

Bu sh will hav e the job of 
wooing the Democrats and Indepen­ 
dents, who gav e Nix on his landslide 
v ictory , to su pport the party in the 
1974 and ’76 elections, and perhaps be 
come Repu blicans.
